Several  months  ago  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation  authorized  the  superintendent  to 
install  a  now  bookkeeping  system.  As 
a  result,  the  Accounting  Procedure  for 
School  Systems  by  Engelhardt  and  Von 
Borgersrodo  displaced  tho  old  system  on 
July  1st,'  1929.  Tho  new  system  is  more 
detailed  and  makes  it  possiblo  to  deter¬ 
mine  unit  costs  in  every  phase  of  school 
expenditure. 


Each  one  of  our  seven  public  school 
buildings  now  has  a  school  library.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  this'  year  all  elementary  school 
textbooks,  supplementary  and  reference 
books  have  been  kept  in  tho  library  at 
Central  School.

Now  oncli  school  has  its  own  books — 
an  improvement  which  has  long  been 
needed.

“Whore  Shall  Wo  Stand  on  War?” 
was  tho  subject  for  discussion  at  the 
College  Christian  Endeavor  Society  at 
tho  Christian  Church  on  Sunday  ovo¬ 
ning,  September  22.  Carl  Leroy  Fisher, 
president  o  ftlic  Society,  was  the  load¬ 
er.  Short  talks  wero  givon  hy  Alice 
Nelson  nnd  William  Alsup. 

In  his  discussion  of  tho  subject,  Mr. 
Fisher  told  of  the  terrible  dostructivo- 
ness  of  modern  implements  of  war  and 
pointed  out  that  another  great  war 
would  bo  disastrous  to  mankind.  Since 
the  nrmistico,  tho  lender  declared,  tho 
range  of  guns  lias  been  doubled,  the 
speed  of  tractors  trebled,  and  tho  dc- 
strutiveness  of  airplane  bombs  increased 
tenfold.  Our  army  fliers,  lie  said,  cani 
bo  equipped  today  with  bombs  weighing 
4,000  pounds  and  enrrying  ono  ton  of) 
explosives.  Anircraft  machine-guns  have 
been  speeded  up  from  four  hundred 
rounds  per  minute  to  one  thousand  five 
hundred  rounds  per  minute,  Mr.  Fisher 
stated. 

In  continuing  the  discussion,  the  lead¬ 
er  made  tho  following  statements  about 
modern  warfare:  The  flying  machine 
was  not  one-fourth  as  efficient  at  'the 
time  of  the  armistice  as  it  is  today.

In  this  connection  she  quoted 
President  Ooolidgo  who  said,  “In  spite 
of  all  arguments  in  favor  of  great  mili¬ 
tary  forces,  no  nation  ever  had  an  army 
largo  enougli  to  guarantee  it  against 
attack  in  times  of  peaco  or  to  assure 
its  victory  in  time  of  war.  No  nation] 
ever  will.”  j 

Our  patriotism  needs  to  ho  converted,  j 
Miss  Nelson  declared.  Instead  of  tho 
[childish  nnd  primitive  desire  to  “lick 
I  tho  world,”  it  should  aim  at  making 
I  our  country  worthy  of  honor  by  its 
contributions  to  mankind.  The  speaker 
quoted  Thcodoro  Roosevelt  ns  saying, 
“Nations  should  act  toward  ono  an¬ 
other  as  an  honorable  man  acts  toward 
an  honorable  man.”  Miss  Nelson  pre¬ 
dicted  that  somo  day  wo  shall  sec  a 
United  States  of  tho  World  patterned 
after  tho  United  States  of  America  and 
bound  together  by  a  common  purpose 
and  common  convictions. 

William  Alsup  made  a  plea  for  ah 
international  mind  and  stated  that  tho 
World  Court  and  the  League  of  Nations 
will  substitute  mutual  understanding 
and  good  will  for  hate  and  fear  and 
suspicion.  -He  declared  that  the  convic¬ 
tion  is  growing  that  whatever  may  have 
been  true  about  war  in  times  past,  mod¬ 
ern  war  is  futile  to  aehievo  any  good 
or  Christian  thing.
